‘Wu the newspaper ever be a power in 
China amongst the natives? We have 
little or no hesitation in answering this 





question in the affirmative. There, 
seems to us good reason to think that 
the power which has exercised so 
healthy an influence all over the West,, 
will, in the fullness of time, extend its, 
influence to this country. In fact, if 
we reflect, we shall come to the conclu 
sion, that there is no nation in the 
world so likely to be swayed by the 
Press as the Chinese. They have so 
profound a respect for literature and 
are so devoted to reading, that they 
will devour the closely printed sheets 
of the cheap journal far more eagerly 
than the artizan devours the Daily 
Telegraph or the housemaid the Family 
Herald! 

As it is, the demand for books is 
gratified by the productions of the 
novelists, and these are by no means 
healthy works. An age which after 
eighteen hundred years of Christianity 
and Civilization is nourished by the 
fictions of Ouida, need not throw 
stones, but yet we conceive that Ouida 
is modest when compared with the 
anonymous writers of fiction who 
supply the reading public in this great 
Empire. Now why should not the 
popular craving be supplied with in- 
structive and healthy writing. The 
Europeans in the Chinese service are 
doing incalculable good by translating 
works of a scientific and practical 
character for circulation amongst the 
onplyd at the arsenals. But these are 
special books for special purposes. We 
desire to see a few journals issued under 
the superintendence of the Imperial Cus- 
toms, for popular reading. To be the 
pioneer in this enterprize would be to 
confer a benefit on the nation that can- 
not be expressed. One thing is certain. 
The time cannot be far distant when 
China will have newspapers. Tho 
keen trading spirit of the people will 
prompt them to demand the earliest 
intelligence on mereantile topics, and to 
appreciate the immense value of 2o- 
curate information and of an intere 
change of ideas. Papers of @ com- 
mercial character will probably be the 
first in the field. A publication like 
the Economist, infusing sound views on 
fiscal questions, and giving trastworthy 

' 
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information, will assuredly be amongst 
the foremost public organs that will 
find circulation here. 

It is not easy to forecast the cha- 
racter of the Political Press of the 
China of the future. In fact here is 
the true difficulty, but it is probable 
that restrictions similar to those which 
recently were in force in Russia, would 
satisfy the Peking Government and 
prevent any danger arising from sedi- 
tious writings. In St. Petersburgh the 
Offices, printing presses, and indeed the 
whole plant of the old established news- 
papers belong to Government, and they 
are farmed, i.e. rented direct from the 
Government for certain fixed periods. 
Something of this sort might be done 
here ; in fact the Imperial Organ might 
still bear the august and time—honoured 
name of the Peking Gazette, but it might 
be a bond fide newspaper, with lead- 
ers, advertisements, paragraphs and 
summaries of news; not the mengre 
and wretched sheet that is now issued. 
Nothing would stimulate the masses 
like the diffusion of sound and sensible 
articles on practical subjects, and if a 
dangerous disappointed student started 
afew heresies about Government, the 
mischief would not be likely to spread, 
and the conservative editors would have 
a fine opportunity for showing their 
loyalty to tradition. We have bound- 
less faith in the literary activity of the 
Chinese, and when we reflect that the 
intellectual resurrection of Russia only 
dates from the beginning of the present 
reign, it is impossible to say what a few 
years of magazines and newspapers 
may not do for China, A Censorate 
would of course watch over the infant 
press for awhile, but as the people love 
trade and literature far more than they 
do politics or revolutions, we conceive 
its duties would be lighter in Peking 
than in St. Petersburgh.

Jonded for San Francisco, for which port 
she took her departure on the 12th of 
September. Hence we naturally conclude 
that the few obscure lines, received by 
H.B.M. Consul from the Loochoo Islands, 
contain the sad truth of the loss of the 
good ship.

A correspondent at one of the Outports 
favours us with the following remarks 
lative to the new Chinese Coast Steamer 
Company :—I have seen the prospectus of 
the new Co., and it provides that after the 
first issuo of shares, these can only be svld 
to Chinese, Lt apparently is a thoroughly 
anti-foreign affair, and is to have an insur- 
ance Co, attached to it, like the Yangtsze 
Co. ‘This movement on the part of the 
Chinese is a perfectly legitimate one, and 
was to be expected sooner or later, though 
it will no doubt greatly change the course 
of business. During the year, we may 
oxpect to hear complaints from some quar~ 
ters in Shanghai, that a good deal of trade 
is falling into Chinese hands, just as we 
have heard of it at Tientsin, but this will 
only affect a few of those firms which do a 
local business, and will leave the large im- 
porting houses as they are. Althongh the 
carrying out of such national enterpris 
will cortainly be detrimental to Foreig 
trading, unless tho country is further 
opened up, the attempt of the Chinese to 
assimilate themselves to Foreigners in such 
organisations must produce a good effect, 
a8 it will make them adopt our ideas and 
practises ns the only safeguard against 
their own officials, and so prepare the way 
to great changes in the present rotten 
system of government. 

A correspondent sends us a copy of a 
Ohinese notice posted up ina yamen ina 
neighbouring provinco. ‘The document 
purports (o inform people Unt » sixb of 
stone was found in Honan, in a mir 
opening of the earth, where black 
also found growing—an ominous si 
and that on this wonderful stone were e1 
graven four verses which are transcribed. 
Five foreign nations, itis stated, will make 
war on China, and peopie onght to make 
preparations for resistance. ‘The motive of 
the whole production, is plainly that of 
exciting the Chinese people against For- 
eigners, and the fact of the paper boing 
placed in a yamen and also on the wall of 
a temple, shows the oficial source of the 
placard. Our correspendentadds: “Idon’t 
know whether it isa very recent production, 
or whether it isa copy of an old one, but 
it must have been quite recently published, 
or re-published, in the present instance, 
and itis a sign of the times.” ‘The appear 
ance of the placard in question in Shanghai 
was, we believe, noticed a few months ago.

Among the most useful of annuals for 
the office or pocket, are Letts’ diaries and 
memorandum books; from England to 
Central Africa, and in the most distant 
colonies, we find this practically acknow- 
ledged. For the colonies, special editions 
are got up, containing such information as 
may be most serviceable to the purchaser 
abroad, though the accuracy and lateness 
of this information is somewhat detracted 
from by the necessity under which the 
manufacturers lie, of sending their books 
to press at a comparatively early date in 
the year previous to that for which they 
are compiled. For general correctness, 
convenience and neatness, however, no- 
thing ean exceed the various productions 
of Messrs. Letts, Son & Co. 

‘The translations we to-day give from the 
Peking Gazette, contain an interesting 
statement of the circumstances attending 
the loss of a Corean junk on the Shantung 
Const, recorded by us at the time of the 
occurrence. *'The paper is chiefly remark- 
able for the fuss which is made over the 
accidental advent of the unfortunate and 
unwitting “ barbarian ” visitors,

Watch was kept during the night, and as 
the row still went on, and the: rioters 
threatened to cross the hill and attack the 
Enropeans, women and children together 
with money and valuables were sent to 
Nagasaki, and the colliery employés col- 
lected to resist any attack. The rioters 
refused to pay attention to the remon- 
strances sent them, and as the colliery works 
were at a standstill, and great loss must 
ensue from water accumulating in the 
mine, Mr. Potter resolved to attempt to 
enforce order by seizing the ringleaders, 
In this he and his party were successful, 
though not without exposing themselves to 
great risk and receiving some actual injury, 
‘Two of the rioters were killed and others 
seriously wounded. ‘The prisoners have 
been handed over to the native authorities, 
The colliery is nominally under the protec- 
torate of the Prince of Hizen, but recont 
arrangements have unsettled his authority.

‘THE MILDEW QUESTION. 
“That dark chapter of the Cotton Manu- 
facture known as the heavy sizing ques- 
Times. 

‘When these words were penned, they 
bore special reference to the memorial 
to Government by the weavers of 
Todmorden, and to the consequent 
“very clear and emphatic report from 
“Dr Buchanan , a Government officer 
“commissioned to make enquiries” 
regarding the healthiness of the “heavy 
sizing” against which the operatives 
protested. 

Tt might have been supposed that a 
Government which professes such a 
tender regard for the well-being of 
the working man, and whose own Com- 
missioner had confirmed to the full 
the grievances of the memorialists, if 
only for appearance sake, would have 
legislated for an immediate and per- 
manent stoppage of the evil. But, 
thus far, no legislative action has fol- 
lowed on the report of Dr. Bucha- 
nan, The “heavy sizing process” is 
carried on as flagrantly and as success. 
fally as ever, ‘To such an extent, in 
deed, does it now prevail, that even the 
Cotton magnates of Manchester have 
at Inst been constrained to ery aloud 
for a‘remedy.” Mr. Sam Mendel ven- 
tures “ to ask the co-operation of every- 
one, and solicits a reply from those 
favorable, to some movement being 
made promptly to remove the stain ;” 
and Mr. John Pender “entirely con- 
curs in the desirability of some steps 
being taken to stop the damage arising 
from mildew.” 

‘These names are a powerful guarantee 
that the matter will now be thoroughly 
sifted, and we are certain that all, save 
the guilty, will warmly support any 
action which may tend to expunge the 
mildew disgrace from the annals of 
the cotton trade. But why, we may 
ask, have these gentlemen, and not only 
them but all Lancashire, so steadily op- 
posed any enguiry into the subject 
until now? Why have they so persis- 
tently affected to disbelieve in the 
existence of mildew? Why have they 
ignored all certificates to that effect 
sent from China; and, when the 
mildewed goods have been returned to 
England, why have they hitherto re- 
torted by furnishing ‘counter certi- 
ficates in order to prove that mildew 
was n myth, and that the claims for 
allowances were trumped up, in order 
to reduce losses due to other causes ? 

It is much to be rogeetted that the 
men of Manchester should have de- 
layed this enquiry until the evil has 
urged them to it through the medium 
of their own, pockets, and it is also to 
be deplored that, even now, it promises 
to be prosecuted, as Mr. Pender says, 
only “as a means for saving to the 
district, loss of money and character.” 
Still, if these most desirable ends be 
attained by it, the higher benefits will 
assuredly follow, and so we cordially 





wish the promoters of the movement 
Gop Sreep. 

It will be apparent to our readers 
that Mr. Mendel’s Circular of the 
81st October last, has supplied the text 
for oar present remarks. That is in 
deed a curious production—a something 
between an indignant protest and a 
helpless wail—a confession of sin and 
a strong protestation of innocence— 
an acknowledgement of the existence 
of an evil, for which he would make 
every one connected with the trade 
responsible excepting himself, and, as a 
matter of course, those who buy his 
shirtings—and an admission of inability 
to provide a remedy ; winding up with 
a pathethic appeal to the public for sym- 
pathy and assistance as the innocent 
agent to “ whom the evil is a disgrace, 
“because it fixes him with blame which 
“every care on his part cannot avoid, 
“and, in addition, damage to his reputa- 
“ tion, troublesome and vexatious inter- 
“views and interchange of letters with 
“his correspondents and the manufac- 
“turers.” ‘The circular has not our 
unqualified approval, nor can it receive 
the unconditional approbation of any 
one interested in the Cotton Goods 
trade; but every Eastern buyer will, 
we are convinced, heartily thank Mr. 
Mendel for the admission, tardy though 
it be, that mildew does exist in Grey 
Shirtings, and his exposure of the mai- 
practices which prevail in the Lancashire 
Factories. These are facts, and we 
should have been pleased had Mr. Men- 
del confined himself to their amplifica- 
tion, and to’ the organisation of some 
system tending to their speedy removal. | 
Had his honest endeavours been exclu- 
sively directed to these, we would have 
cordially joined issue with him, but, 
smarting, as it were, under pecuniary 
losses, he has stigmatized manufacturer, 
Manchester buyer, steamer, sailing 
vessel, and Eastern merchant as the 
conjoint authors of all his troubles—with 
how much justice will be seen anon. 

We shall not meddle with the 
manufacturing or Manchester agencies. 
‘These, we conceive, have been properly 
charged in the cirealar; nor shall we 
enlarge upon the transit part of the 
accusation, farther than to tell Mr. 
Mendel, what probably he already 
knows, that long before the Suez Canal 
route was available; steamers carried 
Manchester goods to India and China 
and delivered them free from mildew ; 
but we have a few words to say in 
reference to his att: to saddle the 
Eastern merchants wit’ ny portion of 
the evil on the ground that “ Shirtings 
(equally so other fabrics), costing 
« 6d. to 7d. more than the inferior de- 
“scriptions, do not realize frequently 
“even half difference of cost here.” 

‘Mr. Peter Maclean, in a letter 
addressed to this journal and published 





by us on the 10th of October last, dis- | 


tinctly affirms that there is more 
mildew in that class of Shirtings which 
claims to be “good,” and which costs 
in Manchester within 3d. a 44. per 
piece of the very finest, than there is 











in the most inferior descriptions. His 
experience has been considerable, and 
since no one has contradicted his 
statement, we take it for granted that 
it istrue. Further, we are certain that 
Mr. Mendel cannot honestly gainsay 
its trath. We have been informed on 
good authority that mildew — and 
mildew of tho worst type—has mado 
its appearance in Mendel’s Pillar and 
Horse and Jockey chops of 8}-Ib. Grey 
Shirtings, and therefore he cannot now, 
with fairness, say that theirextra cost, as 
compared with Henderson’s Green Pea- 
cock chop, for instance, has saved him 
from that “loss as a merchant,” or from 
that “annoying and troublesome corres- 
pondence” as an agent, of which he com- 
plains. On the last named goods, which 
areabout the cheapest sentto this market, 
there have, we understand, been fey, 
and these very trifling allowances for 
mildew damage, whereas on the Pillars 
and other higher-priced fabrics, the 
claims have been legion in number and 
very heavy in amount. Thus it is 
evident that the cause of the damage 
cannot be ascribed to the differential 
prices ruling in Manchester, neither 
can it be laid at the door of the India 
and China merchants, who, in recent 
times, have only been following the 
custom which has obtained in the 
trade from time immemorial. 

The system of pricing goodsaccording 
to quality is not the production of yes- 
terday. Before the American war, when 
only cotton with the requisite amount 
of sizing was used in the manufacture 
of Grey Shirtings, and long before 
mildew was ever dreamt of, tho diffor- 
ences in the prices of the various qual- 
ities were as great as they are now, 
and in confirmation of this, we quote 
from a circular issued by Mr Sam 
‘Mendel himself under date 6th October 
1857, as follows 
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And in the same prices’ current, he 
characterizes the different makes as 
the “lighter and inferior ” and “the 
medinm gnd fine qualities.” Let Mr. 
Mendel tell us how he reconciles 
the above prices and expressions with 
the tenor of his circular just published. 
In 1857, merchants incirred no blame 
through buying cheap priced cloth, nor 
did they suffer loss through mildew on 
that account. Why then should it be 
necessary in 1872 for Mr. Sam Mendel 
to strain himself so, to prove that 
because Eastern merchants now follow 
the sume course, they are responsible 
for mildew. 

‘Mr. Mendel advocates two remedies 
for the suppression of the evil. One 
is legislative action, and the othei” 
that ‘no goods be bought from the 
manufacturer who refuses to guarantee 
is cloth. We have no fault to find 
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with either of them, indeed we highly 
appreciate and approve of both. But 
a third, and perhaps an equally effica- 
cious one suggests itself to us, and that 
is that the Manchester Agent, when 
furnishing invoices of his purchases, 
should in every instance disclose the 
name of the manufacturer. Buying 
‘Merchants would thus very soon “spot,” 
and we have no doubt would take good 
care to avoid the makers of mildews. 
Manufacturers also would soon find 
out that after all “honesty is the best 
policy.” : 

‘We might say much more in reply 
toMr. Mendel’s Circular, which certainly 
discloses very immoral state of 
affairs in the manufacturing districts 
of Lancashire, (indeed the Sink of 
Tniquity is nowhere beside it,) but we 
feel we have already trespassed too 
far on the patience of our readers, and 
we shalll therefore conclude by express- 
ing our ardent hope that “an Act of 
Parliament may be passed, thab will 
make such practices punishable by fine 
or imprisonment.” 

Sinco the above was in type, the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce has 
issued its long-promised letter on the 
Mildew Question. It appears at a 
favorable time, and, although we cannot 
endorse all it says, wo believe it will 
be of great servic in stimulating en- 
quiry into, and in eradicating an evil 
which is now acknowledged by every 
‘one to be no longer endurable. 





‘READING-ROOMS FOR THE CHINESE. 


Stow as the Chinese proverbially are 
to lose faith in the traditions and habits 
to which they have beon brought up, or 
to accept the novel ideas which foreign 
intercourse is every day forcing more 
and more upon their notice, there can 
be no doubt that a spirit of enquiry is 
abroad amongst the many men of posi- 
tion and means who have been brought 
into contact with foreigners, and that 
there is a growing tendency to appre- 
ciate, and even to test, the value of 
foreign customs and appliances. This 
tendency it is clearly in the interest of 
the merchant as well as of the philan- 
thropist to foster as far as possible, and 
80 to direct its developement that the 
result may prove really beneficial to the 
nation at large. 

One means of effecting this desir- 
able object is, as we lately suggested, 
to take advantage of the love for read- 
ing which so notably characterises the 
Chinese people, and to place in their 
way publications calculated to inform 
their minds on general topics. It must 
‘be confessed that the supply of such 
publications in the native character is 
at present but limited. ‘The few that 
exist, however, such as newspapers, 
periodicals, translations from popular 
or standard English Works, and origi- 
nal compilations on scientific and other 
subjects, already suffice to throw some 
light into the intellectual darkness. 
This light might with advantago be 
concentrated into a useful focus, and 





in order to effect this purpose, it is 
proposed to establish a Chinese reading- 
room, free of charge, in the Settlement, 
and to place in it copies of existing 
publications of the kind described, and 
any others that may hereafter be ob- 
tainable. Side by side with theso, it is 
contemplated to supply such of the 
purely native works as would be 
deemed worthy of selection for instruc- 
tive and amusing reading. With a 
view to rendering the institution still 
more informing and attractive, there 
might be arranged in it a set of 
good maps and globes, an orrery, 
a- microscope, a thermometer and 
barometer, a photographic lens with 
suitable views, models of locomotives 
and steam-engines, and of telegraphic 
apparatus, an electrical machine, to- 
gether with any pictures or plans that 
might be thought applicable. Refresh- 
ments, too, in the shape of plain tea, 
might be afforded gratis, or at prime 
cost. 

Tt would be necessary, in order to 
prevent possibility of misapprehension 
as to the nature and objects of such 
an institution, to exclude rigidly from 
the list of publications everything sa- 
vouring of a religious or proselytising 
character. 

Such ascheme cannot of course be 
carried out without funds and discreet 
management. It is hoped that the 
former may be looked for at the hands 
of the Shanghai community ; and, as 
regards the latter, we are authorised 
to state that Mr. Medhurst, H. M.’s 
Consul, with whom the idea has origi- 
nated, has expressed himself willing to 
undertake, in the event of sufficient 
funds being tendered, to form a 
committee of management, who will be 
responsible to the subscribers for the 
proper carrying out of the scheme. 
Any well wishers to the project are 
invited therefore to communicate with 
‘Mr. Medhurst, who will also be happy 
to receive any suggestions of a practi- 
cal character which may be offered. 





‘Thie Japanese have decided to adopt the 
same calendar as that in use among most 
foreign nations, and also to institute deco- 
rations for services to the State. The fol- 
lowing is a synopsis of some decrees which 
have received the Imperial signature. 

1.—In future the calendar shall be assimi- 
lated to that generally in uso in Europe and 
America, the first dsy of the first month fall- 
ing on the first day of January in each year, 
as caleulated at the Observatory at Green: 
wich, and the first day of each subsequent 
mont ing with the first day of the 
months in the European calendar. The date of 
the year shall, however, be reckoned from the 
accession of the first of the Mikados of this 
Empire. The first of January A.D. 1873 will 
therefore be known as the first day of the 
year 2533 of Japan. 

‘2—Whereas it is the custom of foreign 
monarchs to reward subjects who have render- 
ed valuable civil or military service to their 
nation by conferring upon them badges of 
honorable distinction, an Order of Merit shall 
henceforth be instituted in the Empire, 
which shall consist of two divisions,—for 
Military and for Civil services. ‘The’ first

shall bear an inscription, For Valour ; tho 
second For Merit. 

'3.—All Ministers and offcials in the Civil 
service of this Empire will, on and after the 
first day of tho first month of the year 2593 
wear European uniform, the designs for which 
are already prepared. 

The Yokohama correspondent of the 
Aliogo News notices that the native 
holidays are also to be changed, Sunday 
Deing appointed a holiday at the public 
offices and in trade, together with His 
Majesty’s Birthday and some dates here- 
after to be fixed. 

The Upper House of the Sain, or 
native Parliament, is to be composed of 
Nobles alone, as’in the English House 
of Lords. Those of the rank of Kaodzoku, 
who may be entitled to a seat but are 
qualified toassume it by reason of insufficient 
education or infirmity, may delegate their 
right to their eldest son 
vote in theirstead, if of suftic 
learning. The Nishin Sinj 
Yedo, lias been appointed the Government 
Gazette. ‘Tho laws of Japan are now wnder 
on, and a code will be drawa up and 
issued in French for the information of 
foreigners. 

There will shortly be put into cixeulation 
an issue of Treasury Bonds bearing interest 
at 6 per cent. per annum, like the English 
Exchequer Bills. These obligation have 
eon printed in America, and itis rumoured 
that £20,000,000 (twenty million pounds 
sterling) of them will be floated in the 
country to camry out projected Govern- 
ment Undertakings, ‘The Amateur Dra- 
matic performance has come off very 
successfully at Yokohama, On the night 
of the 15th a fire broke out at Kanagawa 
‘owing to tho upsetting of a kerosine oif 
lamp, and destroyed 50 houses. Another 
ocourred on the previous night at Yoko- 
hama, and destroyed premises occupied by 
Messrs. Smith, Archer and Co, as a place 
for making tea-boxes, and a godown, filled 
with sugar and oil, the property of Chinese. 
Newsboys who vend native papers, at the 
Railway. stations, form one of tho latest 
phases of progress, and a newspaper cor- 
respondent calls for hotwater footpans in 
the firstelass carriages, during the winter, 

























HONGKONG.

Being 
Saturday, the Guard-men may’ possibly 
have urged on the prisoners to get the 
work done. One of them, Low A Tuck, 
suddenly struck Darrel with the broadside 
of ‘his pickaxe ever the neck and knocked 
him down, Samuels came to his comrades 
rescue, and was also badly assaulted by 
Low A Tuck ; and at the same time another 
prisoner, Lee a Yee, struck Darrel so 
soverely, that hig recovery is 
ful. Four of the prisoners 
the Guard-men of their rifles and took 
Darrel’s watch and chain, and ran up the 
ravine and succeeded in escaping amon 
the hills, but Lee a Yee, who, with one o 
the rifles, ran down the road to the west- 
ward, there met with P.O. 436, on his 
beat.’ ‘The Constable, seeing him’ running 
with arifle in hand, attempted to seize 
him, but would probably have had to pay 
with his life for that intention, had not a 
fortunate accident saved him.’ Lee a Yee, 
on approaching the Constable, lifted his 
loaded rifle and aimed at him, but, step- 
ping backwards at the same time, came too 
near the precipice, and fell down sn im- 
mense height, cutting his body and head 
most frightfully. Darrel and Lee A Yee 
were brought to the Station in a senseless 
state. The whole resources of the police 
force are in search of the escaped convicts, 
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who are all under sentences of long impri- 
Sonment for, grave crimes, The Daily 
Pross acknowledges receipt of a copy of the 
report of the German Founding Hospital 
for the past year. The present number of 
pupils amounts to seventy, and subserip- 
tions, which were mostly raised by German 
residents ashore and afloat, amounted to 
$1,320. The Principal explains that a 
‘wrong impression has got abroad to the 
effect that the Founding Hospital is not 
open to official inspection, whereas. inspec- 
tion is specially invited, and all interested 
are asked to be present’ at the Christmas 
celebration. A correspondent of the sume 
journal gives the following extract from a 
letter written by a Cantonese at Shanghai, 
with reference to railways. It tells us 
nothing new, but unfortunately shows that 
the absurd ‘prejudices and superstitious 
fears of the natives, continue to keep 
them as opposed as ever to railways 

“(With regard to your requesting my 
idea nbout the Railway in China, I beg to 
say that Railway is very good indeed, as I 
as well as others feel more comfortable, 
and go quicker by rail,—(I presume he 
means would go quicker) than by steamer, 
—(again 1 presume he means if steamers 
were permitted up-country—a question to 
be settled next Spring)—from one place to 
another. But nearly all the Chinese do 
not like it, because they are afraid that 
their ancient graves will be dug up, and 
taken to where is bad Foong-shui, for the 
prrpore of laying the rail. therefore 
fanoy that no Railway ean be had in China, 
and. what the people were talking about 
in Hongkong will be nonsense.” 

Judgment has been delivered in the 
salvage case: Captain, Owners and Crew 
of the 8.8, Kwang Tung v. Cargo ex 
Douglas. The claim, §65,000, was objected 
to, the respondents admitting a reduced 
amount of $20,000. His Lordship made 
several observations, concerning the cir- 
cumstances of the case, and finding them 
all tend to moderato the claimants? esti- 
mates of the services, decreed for $25,000 
and costs.

with the Tung-wa Hospital. The reply of 
H, B. Sir Arthur Kennedy on the first 
point was that, if the interests of traders 
residing in a British Colony were touched, 
it would of course become the subject of an 
official remonstrance to the Chinese. 
‘There might of course be a question of the 
position in which Tonquin stood towards 
China, as the latter might claim sovereign 
jurisdiction over the former. However, 
























































he would make enquiries from H. M. Mi- 
nister, and let the deputation know. Whe- 
ther anything can or cannot be done re- 
mains to be seen. There were some other 
subjects which it was intended to bring 
forward for discussion, but time did not 
permit it, and they were postponed to a 
future occasion. 

In connection with the recent Singapore 
failure, the investigation of which has occu- 
pied so large a space in our columns lately, 
the China Mail draws a parallel with a 
somewhat similar affair which occurred in 
Hongkong in 1862. 

Simultaneously with the revelation of 
what may be termed the Great Opium Fraud 
at Singapore, we hear something in con- 
nection with a similar dramatic act, played 
toperfection at this port in 1862 by Stanford, 
who commanded the receiving ship Tropic, 
and Rustumjee (either a Mahomedan or a 
Parsee, at any rate not a topywallah), who 
negotiated with the Banks for loans on 
opium represented on paper bearing the 
autograph of Stanford. It will be remem- 
bered both these worthies were sentenced 
to seven and eight years’ penal servitude ; 
but they were pardoned and sent away 
from the Colony when one half of their 
respective terms had expired. We heard 
some years ago that Stanford had become 
possessed of an estate in England ; and 
now we hear that his worthy co-partner 
Rnstumjee has instituted an action in the 
High Court at Bombay against the Prinei- 
pal of a Khojah firm (who haye a branch 
at this place) for the recovery of the net 

roceeds of merchandize, shipped hence to 
Eondon on account of Rustumjee by the 
said Principal. In connection with this 
suit, application has been made to our 
Supreme Court for certain account books 
and documents belonging to Rustumjee, 
whose demand is stated to be for about a 
Inc of rupees. Hongkongites were laughed 
at for their credulousness, inasmuch as the 
Tropic, which was anchored not further 
from shore than a stone’s throw, looked 
flying light, whilst “receipts” represent- 
ing several hundred chests of opium, as on 
board that vessel, were negotiated with the 
Banks. The laugh is now at the Singa- 
poreans, and a much heartier one too, in- 
asmuch as it is reported to have been stated 
in the witness-box by the chief witness for 
the prosecution, that he, “ half-jocularly,” 
remarked that the godown could not con- 
tain 650 chests. Undoubtedly, a mountain 
of silver has been swallowed up by these 
tivo opium frauds ; and the Christmas pud- 
ding of 1872 will long be remembered in 
the Commercial Square.

to the foreign residents in Tamsui. It 
appears that the natives during the tumult 
had taken occasion to break open a 
godown belonging to some foreign hong. 
Assistance was called forfrom s.s. Hailoong, 
which was fortunately in port. ‘Three 
boats with armed people from the Hailoong 
and Tamsui then proceeded up the river 
and reconquered the property, after having 
met with violence, One European, D. A. 
Darling, Esq., was soverely wounded.

FORMOSA. 


The Takow correspondent of the Hong- 
kong Advertiser, writing under date Decem- 
ber 5th, says : 

Dengue-fover is gradually disappearing, 
but only.to make place for a still greater 
enemy to the poor in Formosa—famine ! 
‘The rice-crop is a thorough failure, three- 
fourths of it having the appearance of being 
roasted. One candaily see cattle driven into 
the rice-fields—a sad picture, Public ronds 
between the town get unsafe, being infested 
by desperate people, who are ready to com- 
mit anything to possess themselves of 
means to satisfy their hunger! H. B. M. 
Consul, ina Circular, warned the Forei 
community against teavelling by night, for 
the Chinese authorities could not be held 
responsible, should anybody be thus expe- 
dited out of this beautiful world by a Chi- 
nese desperado. ‘The old tale—for we had 
always to fad’ metus of preserving our 
skin. 

‘Four cargoes of Japan Rice have alread: 
axrived here from Amoy ; the ‘Taotal has 
invited tenders for the delivery of rice, to 
prevent thus private speculation forcing 
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high prices. I hope he will succeed. 
‘The to-day’s quotation is §2.05 per picul. 

‘The new Sugar-crop appears to fall not 
so short in quantity to that of last year as 
was formerly anticipated, but contracts 
nevertheless cannot be closed under §2.75 
a §2.80 per picul with delivery in Februa- 
ry. ‘The cause of this, I believe, is that 
Chinese merchants from the mainland have 
got hold of a rumour of Foreign firms hold- 
ing enormous large orders for San Francisco, 
‘Australia and England, which would buy 
up all the new crop. Chinese consequent- 
ly pay high prices to secure at least some 
of this year’s trade to themselves—no doubt 
they will soon find out their mistak: 

Onur Shipping is at present rather limited. 

‘The small tug-boat Taian, which is to 
ply here, was towed over by the Hailooug, 
Dut was left in the Pescadores to find-her 
way across, there being at that time too 
mach sea for her. 








SINGAPORE. 


The Straits Times of the 2nd inst. con- 
tained the following with reference to the 
Kiushu 

Wo do not know who is to blame, and 
we are assured Government can do nothing 
in the matter, but the spectacle the deck 
of the American steamer Kiushw presented 
in this port Inst week was a disgrace to 
Inmanity. Her deck was crowded with 
coolies from Swatow, packed like herrings, 
and she was at one time so top-heay; 
that it was a miracle, until she was bal- 
lasted, she did not topple over and drown 
her living freight like rats. ‘These wretched 
slaves are sent down here on consignment, 
and are not allowed to land until their 
passage is paid by the consignee. Ordi- 
narily. there is not much difficulty in th 
and ‘they are landed at once, but recent 
times have been so calamitous, that in the 
Kiushws caso, and also in the case of a 
aailing vessel which arrived, crowded, re- 
cently, there has been a dificulty about 
the Passage money, the eonaiynees being 
unable to raise tho heodful, and of course 
it is out of the question for the captains 
or consignees of the vessels to allow the 
coolies to land, for they would disperse 
inlo the jungle at once. The spectacle is 
not creditable to any civilized port, more 
especially a British one, and some’ ropre- 
sentations should be made on the subject 
to the authorities in the Chinese out-ports, 

On the 3rd instant the above statement 
was qualified as follows :-— 

Referring to the few remarks which ap- 
poared in yestorday’s issue with regard to 
the crowiled state of vessels bringing cooli 
from China to the Straits, and the co 
finoment of tho coolies on their arrival 
here, we have to make one or two correc- 

ions, in justice to the captain and con- 
signees of tho American steamer Kiushu. 
‘Dhis steamer has not been top-heavy, has 
not taken in any ballast'since her atrival 
hore, and lies in harbour as she left Swatow. 
‘Phe charge, we learn upon further inquir 
applies to the Bentan, which very neatly 
psized the other day, and had to take in 
ballast. “Purther, tho blame of keeping 
the coolies confined on board is to be at- 
tributed to the supercargoes or the con- 
signees of the coolies, who pay the ship or 
steamer for the passage of the coolies, from 
whom they recoup themselves by instal- 
ments from their wages, for which purpose 
they bind them for service for a certain 
time wherever they ean. Usually employ- 
ment is oasily got, but it would appear 
that this is not so’ at present. Hence the 
grent detention of Inte on board vessels 
after arrival. ‘The Captains would only be 
too ylad to get rid of them, but cannot do 
s0 until the expiry of theirlay-days. Ttis, 
we are aware, a delicate matter to meddle 
with the supply of labour, and we would 
deprecate untae or hasty interference, bat 
the -spectacle we deemed it our duty to 
comment upon yesterday, is not edifying, 






























































‘and we submit something should be done 
to prevent its recurrence. 

Another incident in connection with the 
coolie passengers at the above port is no- 
ticed as follows :— 

One phase of the coolie passenger trafic 
which has been strongly urged upon the 
attention of Government is the imposition 
practised upon the arrivals by the samsengs, 
or blackguards of the secret societies. On 
Sunday afternoon some seven or cight 
coolies landed in a sampan, we understand 
from the steamer Kiushu, but on stepping 
hore a gang of samsengs attempted to 
ke them under “protection,” and force 
them to a house where these blackguards 
seize upon any advance of wages the coolies 
obtained on getting employment. The 
coolies resisted, and the police came to 
their assistance, whereupon the samsengs 
took to light. One of them was hovover, 
caught, and was on Monday tried before 
the magistrate, who sent him to hard In- 
bour for six months. 
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ADSTRACT OP PEKING GAZETTES. 

Nov. 26th.—Imperial edict. Prince Li 
has memorialized the Throne, praying that 
some additional august title be bestowed 
on Their Majesties the %Empresses-Dow- 
ager. The Emperor having been called to 
ocoupy the Throne while yet a child, the 
conduct of affairs devolved on Their ‘Ma- 
jesties the Empresses-Dowager, who have 
Wischarged the duties thus imposed on 
them with an assiduity and ability unex- 
ampled in the history of the past. But 
‘Their Majesties have beon pleased to decree 
that the Emperor shall formally assume 
the reigns of government during the frst 
moon of next year, and it is His Majesty's 
duty to reverently follow the example of 
his illustrious ancestors Shunchih and 
Kanghi who, in the 8th and Gth years of 
their respective reigns, conferred addi- 
tional titles on the Empresses-Dowayer. 
But Their Majesties, with characteristic 
modesty, repeatedly declined this honour, 
and only yield at last with great reluctance 
to the earnest entreaties of the Emperor. 
Haring, however, happily consented to the

Nov. 29th.—Chang Shoo-sheng has re- 
ceived intelligence from Leaou Shih-wei of 
Che-chow in Hae-chow, that in the 5th 
moon of the 1Jth year of the present 
reign, the 9th day, information was 
received by him froma country gentleman, 
named Chang Sew-e, to the effect that the 
widow Chang Yang-sze, on the bth day of 
the Gth moon, went ont towards a lake to 
hoe melons, leaving her daughter at home 
to cook the rice. A grand nephew of the 
widow's, named Chang Ta-keau, entered 
the house stealthily during her absence, 
assaulted the daughter, and’ on her resist= 
ance, struck heron the left temple with an 
iron’ hook, wounding her very severely ; 
after which he made his escape. The girl 
was so much injured that she died on the 
evening of the Gth, When the truth of 
the report was established, Leaou Shilt-wei 
himself carefully carried’ on the further 
investigation ‘of the matter and also 
employed persons to look into the affair. 
A warrant has been issued for the imme- 
diate apprehension of the culprit. 

Tt appears on enquiry that the murdered 
girl was fifteen years of age; and that 
without any participation in crime on her 
part, she was assaulted and killed by 
Chang Ta-keaon. Since she, being poor 
in circumstances and weak in body, sud~ 
denly met with this violence, and without 
committing any wrong herself, was un- 
deservedly killed, her conduct is worthy 
of all praise ; and, in order, according to 
custom, to make her worth known abroad 
for imifation by others, as it ought to be, 
permission is prayed ‘to confer upon her 
a mark of distinction by erecting an arch 
to her memory. As the villian Chang 
Ta-keaou has not yet been arrested, the 

ition for the erection of the mark of 
Uistinction. tobe conferred upon tho 
deceased, in order to appease her soul, 
should first be offered, and the matter 
thus made public for an example to 
According to the urgent petitions 
he Commissioner of Justice, Ying 
Paou-she and the Fan-tai of Keang-nan 
and Ningpo, Mei Keanou, it is desired 
that the Emperor would graciously grant 
their prayer, and issue orders to tho 
Board of Rites to command that the mark 
of distinction be conferred upon the girth 
Chang ; that on tho one hand, the Board 
of Rites and of Punishments may be 
directed to examine into the matter, and 
on the other, Chang Ta-kenou be arrested 
and punished. In conjunction with the 
Governor-General of the Siang Kiang and 
the Literary President of Kiang-soo, the 
petition has been forwarded to the Em- 
eror praying for the Imperial conser 
The petition has been entrusted to. the 
Special Council for presentation. 

29th November.—An Imperial decree 
has been issued respecting the petition 
of Kwae-chang and others on behalf of 
soldiers who have engaged with the rebels, 
and for whom some reward is implored. It 
appears that in the 9th month of the pre- 
coding year, the rebels collected on the 
Frontier, whereupon ‘Ta Urh-tse led out 
his forces, and following the enemy closely, 
defeated them with great slaughter. The 
officers have been diligent in their military 
duties, and all are worthy of reward, 
farther communication received, states that 
Wei Tsan-ling and Ma Kih-soo-urh, with 
others, aro also deserving of the Imperial 
favour. Tsan-lin is therefore promoted, 
and Ngb-ling with Ngb-ke are both permit- 
ted to wear the peacock’s feather. 

Dee, Ist.—Ting Paou-ching, Junior 
Guardian of the Heir Apparent, an oflicer of 
the first rank, and Foo-tae of Shantung, 
has presented the following petition. 
Some Corean barbarians having met with 
astorm on the East Coast which drove 
































them ashore, wish to repair their junk and 
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return to their own country ; and now res- 
pectfully petition the Emperor to that 
effect. Now, according to the statement 
of Le-kin, district magistrate at Yung- 
ching, made on the 4th day of the 7 
month, in the 11th year of the present 
reign ; he received information on the 3rd 
day of the present month from Sung Show- 
ning the Hoe Paou for the district of 
Shih-taou-hae-kow, that a small merchant 
junk had been driven ashore by a storm. 

the district magistrate accordingly led out 
the, military, and proceeding to the spot 
indicated, saw a junk with her mainmast 
gone, and her rudder destroyed. There 
were seven men in all on board, having 
their hair tied up ina knot, and dressed 
in garments with round collars, In the 
hold was stowed away mouey current 
in their own country, . amounting to 
500,000 cash; also two bags of rice, 
14 boxes of brass utensils, and 24 iron 
cauldrons, besider other goods, but nothing 
contraband, It was discovered that none 
of the Barbarians could speak the Chinese 
language ; but, there was one man on 
board who understood the written charac- 
ter, and who, bringing pencil and paper, 
wrote to the effect that his name was 
Chang Sun-che, that he lived in Corea 
near the Chung-tsing-taou Bank, and that 
he was a Kiang-king-poo man’ by bieth, 
who traded in grain in order to gain a live. 
Uhood. This man with the sailor Kin 
Shang-laou and others, in all seven men, 
Hired a junk at his maive place and pul 
gn boned 200 pious of rice to eonroy to 
Ping-yang. He sold the rice, and now pro- 
duced the shopman’s receipt as proof of the 
truth of his statement. The money he 
ceived forit, deducting the sum paid for the 
brass utensils, amounted to 600,000 cash. 
On the 27th day of the Gth month of the 
present year, this man sailed from Ping- 
Yang aid on the noxt day an adverse gale 
Suddenly arose, which obliged them to cut 
away the mast and eventually drove them 
ashore, ‘The inhabitants offered them no 
violence whatever. ‘The district mayis- 
trate gave orders that they should be sent 
to Peking, there to await afavourable op- 
portunity for returning to their own cou 
fry. ‘Their junk, however, being unin- 
jured, and it being inconvenient to take 
their brass utensils and money to Peking, 
they begged to be allowed to repair the 
mast and rudder, and to return home. 
‘The magistrate therefore provided accom- 
modation for them, and having reported the 
matter to the Treasurer of the Province, 
both ofcers enquired minutely into, the 
whole affair and forwarded theirreport, I 
have also carefully looked into this matter. 

Now according to custom, these men 
ought to be protected, and sent to Tung- 
séng, but first an official messenger should 
de sent to bring them to Peking to get 
the matter arranged, and to receive per- 
mission to return to their own country. 
But these shipwrecked Barbarians, Chang 
Shun-che and others, find it inconvenient 
to convey their goods to the capital. Be- 
sides, the Yung-ching district is near to 
Corea, and with a fair wind that country 
may be reached in a day and a night ; and 
since the Barbarians merely beg that they 
may be allowed to repair their junks and 
return home, it might perhaps be permitted 
them to do so. They will be ever grateful 
for the Imperial protection ; and if, in ad- 
dition, they are provided with food during 
their stay, they will quickly repair their 
vessel. ‘Their goods, found in their junks, 
should be returned to thom without dimi- 
nution ; and, whenever the wind is favour- 
able, let them return to their own country, 
without seoretly taking with them any: 
thing which does not belong to them. 
Further, the coastguard and the com- 
mander of the garrison should be required 
to protect them and to see them safely on 
board. 

The Board of Rites were ordered to exa- 
mine into this matter and respectfully re- 
port upon it. ‘The petition was presented 


































to the Empress Dowager and the Emperor 
by the Special Council, and has received 
the Imperial consent.

LETTER ON MILDEWED SRIRTINGS, FROM THE 
SHANOHAT GENERAL CHAMBER OF COM- 
MERCE 10 THE MANCHESTER CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. 

Shanghai, 17th Dec., 1872. 


‘Sm,— The attention of this Chamber has 
for some time past been specially directed 
to the widespread deterioration by mildew 
of Cotton Piece Goods imported to this 
country from Manchester. In view of the 
heavy losses which have been recently in- 
curred from this cause by those concerned 
in the trade, I offer no apology in bringing 
to the notice of the Committee of your 
Body, a subject which possesses in addition 
toa general interest, a direct importance 
to the manufacturer, no less than to the 
merchant. 

‘The existence of an abnormal growth of 
substance resembling mould, disfiguring 
to the appearance, and often seriously in- 
juring the texture of Cotton Cloths, princi- 
pally Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths brought 
to this country, the outer packages of 
which show no signs whatever of contact 
with salt or fresh water or undue dampness 
of any kind, has been no recent discovery. 

The evil, however, was seldom heard of, 
until after’ the outbreak of the American 
Civil War, when it became very prevalent 
concurrently with a more free use of East 
Indian staple in Lancashire, and an inereas- 
ing and unfavourable disproportion between 
the cost of the raw material, and the price 
to be obtained for the Cloth. 

Losses in 1864-65 from. this cause were 
very large. ‘The Cloth was not only often 
found to be discoloured with black and 

‘ellow spots, but in many cases its texture 
Nad become rotten, the injury being 
principally apparent’ at the folded edges 
of the pieces, though it was by no means 
confined to the external folds,” Reclama: 
tions, for the most part unsuccessful, were 
at that time made upon the manufacturer 
through the buying or packing Agents, and 
owing either to the general attention whiclt 
was directed to the question, or more 
probably to the altered conditions of the 
trade itself, damage by mildew, thon; 
not altogether unknown, became subs 
quently lees notorious ‘inl within the 
ast two years, when it has presented itself 
in a still’ more aggravated form. Towards 
the end of 1871, parcel after parcel of 
Grey Shirtings, principally if not wholly 
consisting of second and lower qualities, 
were rejected by the Chinese buyers, as 
spotted,” and during the year now 
elapsing, the evil has become so general 
that in September last, it was estimated 
that 75 per cent of the entire stock of 
Grey Shirtings and 'T-Cloths in this place 
were unmerchantable as sound goods. The 
trade in fact was completely disorganized. 

Sales by auction without reservo, or by 
private contract with all faults at heavy 
reductions from the market price, wore of 
daily occurrence and were rendered neces- 
sary by the rapid deterioration which much 
of the Cloth was obviously undergoing. 
‘The injury has been found to prevail most 
extensively in the fair to ordinary qualities 
of 7 and 8f-lbs. Grey Shirtings, and 6 and 
T-Abs. T-Cloths, though in the better makes, 
it frequently occurs in a lesser degree. In 
the heavier qualities of both Shirtings and 
‘T-Cloths, mildew is seldom if ever observed. 

The Committee of this Chamber are 
unable to conceal their conviction that the 
cause of the deterioration is to be found in 
a defect inherent in the Cloth itself, 
originated in the course of manufacture, 
and though positive proof cannot at pre- 




















sent be adduced, negative evidence of a 





very suggestive character is forthcoming 
which tends to show that this defect arises 

from the use of “size” in undue quantity, 

and of a nature deleterious to the fabric. 

This size, there is reason to believe is 

comployed'to work up inferior Cotton, and - 
to increas’ the weight of the Cloth. In 

this connection the circumstance is signi- 

ficant, though the Committee would regret 

to lay undue stress upon it, that as was the 

case in 1864-65, the evil has become pro- 

minent at a time, when the value of 
the manufactured article is unduly low com- 

pared with the cost of Cotton, 

The reclamations of Exporters have hi- 
therto been principally met by the testi- 
mony of Chemists, whose certificates have 
been brought forward to show that nothing 
deleterious to Cotton textile fabrics has 
been discovered either in the specimens of 
size produced by the manufacturer, or in 
the pieces of Coiton Cloth returned by the 
Exporter. Itis almost needless to say that 
the certificates of Chemists which merely 
state that the tosts applied show in thesizo 
they have examined no cause for the 
damage sustained, are not satisfactory. 
‘There may be and probably are destructive 
qualities in the size which elude chemical 
analysis. And though various suggestions 
as to the cause of the evil have from time 
to time been made by Manchester Agents, 
these suggestions have not stood the test 
of critical examination. 

‘They have been somewhat to the follow- 
ing effec

other conditions, which are favourable to 
its development. But in order to find an 
efiicient remedy for its injurious cotise- 
quences the evil must be traced to its 
source, and the Committee are prepared to 
furnish evidence in support of the follow- 
in, 












ildew is not the result of damage by 
salt or fresh water or external dampness of 
any kind, It occurs on ‘goods, the canvas 
wrappings of which are perfectly clean and 
unstained, the interior tarpaulin not hav- 
ing lost its sheen, while the brown paper 
coverings have not been affected by damp- 
ness and retain their original gloss. ‘These 
conditions aro incompatible with the sup- 
position that moisture has penetrated from 
the outside. 

It does not originate in the manner of 

packing, for Goods have been found da- 
maged in the most extensive degree, in the 
best as avell asin the moxt inferior pack- 
ages. 
STE is not due to want of ventilation in 
the holds of vessels, steam or sailing, the 
damage having been found to oconr in 
goods which arrive in the best as well as 
in the worst ventilated holds, after short 
and long passages round the Cape, and 
via Suez Canal. 

It is not due to length or character of 
storage in China, for Mildew exists in 
goods imported in steamers vin Suez, and 
which have been examined immediately 
after arrival. 

‘The following facts havo also an im- 
portant bearing upon the solution of the 
‘question. : 

‘The bales badly affected by Mildew are 
generally found to be heated internally, 
sometimes to such an extent. that even in 
summer a thermometer placed in the cen- 
ize of anewly opened package has been 
found to indicate a riso in temperature of 
over 10 degrees of Falrenheit. In- one 
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instance brought to the notice of the Com- 


mittee, viz. on the 15th June iast, the rise | 


indicated in two minutes was from 71° to 
884°. The inference to be drawn is that 
fermentation was going on. 

The interior of bales Eas been often 
found so damp that palpable moisture has 
‘exuded from the cloth, the exterior wrap- 
Pings being all the time dry and uninjured 

After fermentation has ceased, decom 
position to « greater or less extent would 
‘appear to occur. The cloth, in cases where 
the injury has been small, becomes spotted 
sometimes with black at other times with 
yellow discoluuration, but in the worst 
‘cases it is made tender and rotten, a white 
powder being frequently removable from 
‘the threads. 

{ submit that if these facts be authen- 
tiested they exclude the supposition of the 
damage being occasioned between the 
periods when the goods have been packed 
‘and when they reach the consumer. The 
enquiry into the causo of the evil should 
therefore be limited to the circumstances 
of manufacture and preparation for packing. 

Tn urging upon your Chamber the ad- 
yisability of instituting such an enquiry, 
it is not the intention of this Committee 
to enter into either the legal or the moral 
Dearing of the question—as between the 
manufacturer, the packer, and the mer- 
chant; though it caunot be denied that 
the responsibility for the losses which oc- 
eur through the deterioration of the goods 
after inspection by a skilled agent, and in 
the transportation of which every reason- 
able precaution has been taken, is not one 
hich shonld properly fall either upon the 
merchant or the constmer. A few general 
observations, however, upon the results of 
the recent. extensive importations of un- 
sound goods, will not be out of place. 

‘The first effect is, that large quantities 
of cloth are forced off at reduced and ir- 
regular prices, by which means the tone of 
the market is lowered, and t] 
of sound goods is depreciated. 
no longer, as once was the 
‘unopened, on the faith of the sample, but 
the wrappers have to be cut into, in order 
that the condition of every package may be 
ascertained. ‘The inconvenience, delay, 
‘and loss, ing from this practice must be 
too obvious to need to be pointed out. 
‘The trouble and waste of time entailed by 
the necessity of minute inspection, the fre- 
quent re-sales of rejected parcels, and the 
Uncertainty as to the completion of any 
sale until full examination of the contents 
of packages has been made,—all represent 
fa positive burden on the trade. ‘The des- 
truction of the packages, moreover, is a loss 
to the native merchant, who can never again 

* pack his goods so securely for inland trans- 
port. And more important perhaps than 
all is the fact, that the confidence of na- 
tive dealers and merchants in Foreign 
Goods is shaken ; for they are no longer 
secure of carrying their purchases to the 
end of along journey in a merchantable 
condition. Such general want of faith in 
the soundness of Foreign Cotton Goods 
must tend to render them unpopular among 
the Chinese, And considering that Forei 
Imports, though cheaper, have great dif- 
ficulty even under favourablecireumstances, 
in competing with the more durable native 
manufactures, the trade is not in a position 
to bear any additional burden. 

Although, therefore, the first losses from 
mildew fall upon the importing Merchant 
while the manufacturer appears to escape 
altogether, yet such an unequal and unfair 
distribution of the responsibility cannot 

for no better reason than that 

the magnitude of the losses will soon put 
it beyond the power of Merchants to bear 
them, were they ever so willing. But it 
requires no argument to show that the 
state of things now complained of must 
materially diminish the trade in Cotton 

Goods, or what amounts to the same thing, 

check its natural increase, a result which 
must be of equal importance to the in- 












































terests which your Chamber represents as 
as to those of the China Merchants. 

‘The Committee do not hesitate to claim 
your prompt and active co-operation ina 
Strict and satisfactory investigation into 
the causes of mildew, as well as into the 
most efficacious means of providing a 
remedy for a erying evil, affecting not only

‘The absence of a clause such as is usual 
in documents containing obligations con- 
tingent upon the safe prosecution of a voy- 
age at sea, renders the signers of the Bonds 
legally liable for the amount of the penalty 
in the event of shipwreck or other unavoid- 
able calamity which prevents the Cargo 
being landed at the port of destination, 
and they are thus placed in the position of 
suffering not only the loss of the Cargo, but 
of being liable in addition to pay its full 
value to the Chinese Government. 

‘From the copy of correspondence which 
has recently passed between a member of 
the Chamber and the Commissioner of 
Customs at this port, it will be aeon that 
the Superintendent of Customs deems it 
out of his power to make any alteration in 



















fe to exceptions in Rule 5 of the Trade 
Regulations. 
In eases of shipwreck; hitherto, the Bonds 
appear to have been cancelled, but ciroum- 
 oceur in which, ‘after a mati- 
time disaster, the cargo having been salved, 
a portion or the whole of it might be car- 
ried unavoidably to Hongkong or somo 
other foreign port, and be there sold. In 
such a case, shonld the Chinese Customs 
seek to enforce satisfaction of the Bond, the 
surety might be hell linble to the fulél-~ 
ment of an obligation which it was mani- 
festly not his intention to undertake.

‘MR, MEDHURST AND THE MISSIONARIES. 


To the Editor of the 
Norru-Curva Herat. 

‘Sm,—A passage quoted by your Reviewer 

from Mr. Medhurst’s recent book, in the 
North-China Herald of the 5th ‘instant, 
tempts me to trouble you with an observa 
tion or two in mitigation.” 
_ The romanising of ‘the Chinese Ianguage 
is hardly a “novel expedient,” since it 
has been attempted by Missionaries and 
Travellers apparently’ from the earliest 
times. 

‘Te use it for printing books, is, no 
oubt, scarcely twenty years old. But 
during that time, I venture to think it 
bas justified the expectations of its 
Projectors at Ningpo. None but a very 
few sanguine persons ever dreamt of its 
superseding the Chinese character. It has 
never excluded that character from our 
boys’ schools, nor, I believe, from girls’ 
boi schools. “But as an auziliary, its 
usein day schools for girls, and in teach- 
ing old people, and dull-witted coolies and 
countrymen, has been to my knowledge 














very considerable indeed. Iam attempt 
ing to teach the Chinese character to one 
of my servants by his request; aud the 
ifference between his slow progress and 
that of fellow-servants who have learnt 
or are learning to read and write on the 
Roman plan, is significant enough. He is 
brighter and more ambitious than they. 
They are none of them Christians, and the 
time I ean give them is not more than five 
mioutes a night ; and it is voluntary work 
with them all. 

With regard to the use of the local 
dislects or patois, 1 think Mr. Medhurst 
must be misinformed. 

We all preuch in the dialects as well as 
we can. But our books and tracts for 
Aistritution—in this Province at least— 
are, if not wen-li, kwan-hwa, ‘The former 
is largely predominant. 

But as to the preaching, surely Mr. 
‘Medburst’s illustration will not hold good. 
If were, at Home, to address my neigh- 
bours in our own Dorset instead of common 
English, they would think me—the very 
roughest of them—either mad or insolent. 
But so far as I can seo it is a very ditter- 
ent thing at Ningpo, or Shaouhing, or even 
here, where a mongrel mandarin is in fact 
the city patois. 

Government officers and their following, 
whether educated or not, aim at speaking 
the kwan htoa, So do some few merchants 
who have either travelled or whose bi 
nesa takes thei much into official society. 
Bat tho seloolmasiers, and resident 
edueated persons, whether graduates or 
not, speak the loeal dialect as unaffectedly, 
if not quite so coarsely, as their coolies and 
amahs. 

‘A graduate who cannot speak a sentence 
of mandarin, can be engaged as a teacher 
at Ningpo. But so far as Lknow, 
in teacher who is also a literary 
very nearly impossible to pro- 
cure, either there or at these more inland 
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‘Taste and inclination would have led me 
to take Mr. Medhurst’s view and eschew 
romanized Chinese, and the local dialects. 
But after some few years’ experience, 1 amt 
satisfied that I should have made two 
serious mistakes.

‘THE PRESENT WANT OF GAS IN THE 
SETTLEMENT. 
To the Uiditor of the 
Norra-Curva Heuanp, 

Dean Srm,—Something must be done 
about the supply of Gas. We cannot go 
on quietly any longer with only a supply 
suflicient to make darkness visible in our 
houses. 

Any time during the last twelve months 
we have been told that’ we should have 
‘a brilliant light shortly,” and that all that 
was wanted to make things perfect was the 
Gasholder at Hongkew. That finished, 
and all ground of complaint for insuflicient 
supply of gas would beremoved. 

fow visionary have been the promises 
of the friends of the Gas Company! We 
are infinitely worse off now than ever we 
were, and it is getting a question as to 
whether oil lamps were not better after all. 
‘The Gas Company goes on coining monoy, 
and we go on paying large bills for gas, 
larger during the last few months than 
they ever were, though we have less light. 
We complain and complain, and are civilly 
treated enough, but no one seems to know 
where the defect is or how to remedy it, 
and in a short time we are left to our own 
devices, and in fact get no satisfaction at 
all, and what is worse, no light either. 

‘Phe Directors of the Gas Company are 
most worthy men, but they cannot be 
expected to personally visit our gas pipes 
for Tls. 100 a year ; but I think when they 
know, as they must know, that the present 
state ‘of the Gas supply is simply unbear- 
able to nine people out of ten, and that 
complaints are wxiversal as to both want of 
quality and quantity, then it is their duty 
to goin thoroughly for a wholesale improve- 
ment. Among other things, is it true, that 

1, Some of the mains ate only 4’ or 5 
inches where they ought to be 12 

2. Is it true that there is a general want 
cf pressure at the works? : 

3. Is it true that half the fittings put - 
into our houses by tho late manager, ate 
niterly unsuited to the supply of gas they 
have to pass? 

4, Is it true that whenever a complaint 

is maile, the reason always given is, “some- 
thing wrong at the Works 1” 
. Isit true that the “ something wrong 
at the Works” is of such a permanent ha- 
ture as to be likely to continue, if the 
whole question is not thoroughly gone 
inco? 

It seems to me that half the mains were 
laid down to supply one-third of the quan- 
tity of gas that isnow consumed in the Set- 
tlement, which is one great fault. But if 
the Gas Company continue to give. us 
bad gas, and uot enough of that, and 
charge us po enormously for it, while 
complaints are totally unavailing, then 
comes the question whether wo could 
not start an opposition Gas Company 
and do the work with half the capital and, 
consequently, at half the rates, for I pre 
sume the ‘Municipality would go to who- 
ever supplied them cheapest, It amounts 
to this, that if the present Gas Company 
will not keep pace with the increasing 
wants of the Settlement, we must support 
some Company that will.

Further, it would be as absurd for one 
to try and shew that the dates of the 
Sam. Chron. from the Deluge to the birth 
of Isane ‘precisely coincide” with those 
of our Hebrew text, when their respective 
sums differ by G50 years, as if one would 
try and shew that two angles of a triangle 
“precisely coincide” with one angle of a 
square, Perhaps, however, Me. MC is pre- 
pared to discuss the latter proposition 
with me ! mas 

‘We have nothing to do at present with 
the question, ‘¢ which of the three systems 
Of Chronoloyy is most in accordance with 
our Mosaic toxt.” Indeed, that question 
is settled by the table quoted from David- 
son's Bib. Orit., in your issue of Dec. 4th, 
unless Mr. M.'is prepared to prove that 
table erroneous. 

Further, why should Mr. M. be so 
anxious to discuss which of the chrono- 
logies is most in accordance with the Mosaic 
text? In your issue of Oct. 17th, Mr. M. 
states that he has failed “to discover the 
Jenst flaw” in the Sam. Chron. that this has 
“none of those perplexing difficulties which 
meet us at each step in the Heb. Chron. 
—and that he believes it to have been pre- 
sented to us by the special good providence 
of God, in order that the cavils of infidelity 
may be effectually put to silence.” Why 
then should Mr, M, wish to shew which 
chronology is “most in accordancs with 
the Mosaic text,” sceing that that is the 
source of the perplexing Hebrew Chrono- 
logy? Now, Sir, all this has the xing of 
pious zeal, but, unfortunately, it is not in 
accordance with true knowledge. The 
ablest Biblical Critics of the age reject the 
Chronological variants of the Sam. Pent. as 
worthless, Mr, MeClatehie himself, it 
seems, has found it advisable, if not neces- 
sary, ere this to abandon his once vaunted 
fiavviess chronology (vide N.-C. Herald Dee. 
Sth), unless he is prepared to maintain that 
his 630 years, from the Deluge to the Dis- 
Pe !, Herald Nov. 7th) “ pre- 
‘ciselycoincide” with the401 yearsof theSam, 
text, or to maintain that the Dispersion 
took place 229 yeara later than it is ge- 
nerally-supposed to have taken place. Per- 
haps, however, Mr. M. is prepared to 
maintain both alternatives. If so, let him 
proceed. 

‘As to signing my name, I will say, that 
if the canse of truth could be served more 
by my doing so, than it is now, I should 
do so immediately ; but judging from Mr. 
M.’s method of discussing with other abler 
gentlemen than he or I, my name, Tam 
convinced, can be of no special advautage. 
‘The namo of a correspondent cannot in the 
least affect the immutable properties of 
number. ‘Tho difference between the num- 
‘bors given in the Sam. Chron, and those of 
the Heb. Chron, can neither be diminished 
nor increased by any signature. If the 
tables quoted by * Philalethes’ be wrong, let 
Mr. 'M., in the interest of truth, point 
out the error and prove it, Mere ‘victory 
over ‘Philalethes’ or any other individual 
is an end unworthy of an educated and 
experienced clergyman, that should be left 
to raw youths. 

Tam not surprised, Mr. Editor, to find 
Mr. M, indicating his intention not to 
take notice of any further communications 
from ‘Philalethes’ on the subject under 
discussion.

ANTIQUITY OF THE CHINESE. 
v. 

In the Chinese system, as we have seen, 
the stars are animated and are parts and 
members of the one Hermaphroditic 
‘Heaven or Shang-te, their animating souls 
being decerpt portions from his “Sovereign 
Mind” (jjif]) which pervades and animates 
“the myriad of things” including Man, 
In like manner the stars were cousi 
parts of Zeus or Jupiter, because hi 
or Mens (theos or dens) pervaded and 
animated these, as well as Man and the 
other parts of creation. 

The period from Pwan-koo to Fuh-he is 
plainly the Adamic or Paradisaical period 


chiefly, and is the IEF of Chinese Cos- 
mogony ; during which, in exact accordance 
with the Mosaic History, the life of man 
is represented as having ‘been longer than 
at any subsequent period. The Deluge 
then takes place, which reduces this previ- 
ous world to Chaos, and we then find our- 


selves in the $ FE or post-diluvian 
period of Chinese History, in which, in 
recise accordance with ‘the Book of 
jenesis, we find the life of man shortened. 
Now, as this shortening of human life 
commenced, not with Noah himself, but 
with his sons, we must regard Ful-he 


(Ag S&) in his tuman character as the 


and not in his deified character 


(SE FE hi) as the Great Father 


Noah.” Secondly, as the three first Em- 
rors ate a triplication born from the 
jeluge, they are plainly the three sons of 

the Great Father, Noah, viz. Shem, Ham, 

and Japhet. Bat the ‘Chiiiese are un 
doubtedly descended from Ham, and there- 
fore the line of succession must run in his 
family, rather than in-that of either of his 
brothers: Lastly ; a8 the dispersion of 
mankind took place during the time of 

Nimrod, we cannot expect to find any 

monarch after him occupying « prominent 

place in all Heathen Mythologies. Within 
these Limits, then we have exactly five 

Patriarchs who succeeded Noah or ‘ Hea- 

ven,” ir, the universal sovereignty of the 

world, viz. Shem, Ham, Japhet, Cush, and 

Nimrod, and these rulers deified and’ pro- 

moted to tho Stars, are the “ Five Empe- 























rors” of the Yik-kitig, whose worship has | th 


deen-brought down by the early colonists 
from Babylon to China. 

This enumeration gives the Emperor 
Shun the place of Nimrod as one of the 
“Five Emperors,” and we shall find, I 
think, that both Chronology and the his- 
tory of Shun strengthen this conclusion. 
According to the Post-diluvian Chronology 
of the Samaritan Pentatench, which not 
only accords exactly” with the statements 

febrew authorized ver- 
sion, but also differs very little from the 
rincipal Pagan systems, the dispersion of 
Inankind from Babel. took place 10 years 
before the death of Peleg that is to, say, 
about 630 years after the Deluge, or b. C. 
2308.* Chinese Chronology gives much 
the same result, viz., Fuh-le B.C. 2852— 
630=2222 ; both dates pointing to the age 
of Shun, between Yaou and Yu. 

But ‘Nimrod was the monarch who 
brought to a climax the ancestral worship

aged 29, Dispersion 
about 10 years before his death ; ie P.D. 690. Com- 
pare Gen, X 25-30, 


which emanated from ancient Babylon, 
and which consisted in the setting up of 
the founder of his house and the Great 
Ancestor of the present race of mankind 
as the supreme object of worship under 
the title of Bel, or Belus, or Baal, ‘The 
Lord and Proprietor of all. Noah was 
cousidered a direct emanation from Jeho- 
vah, aud the Deity Himself was made 
the animating soul of the Man, Hence 
in all Heathen Cosmogonies the ‘First 
Man” is, like Fuh-he, an Eternal Being. 
his is evidently a perversion of the pro- 
mise of the future Messiah given to the 
ancient Patriarchs. Now Shun, if I mis- 
take not, can be shown in this respect also, 
to bear the character of Nimrod, 

‘The earliest account given in any Classic 
of the objects of Chinese worship is con- 
tained in the Shoo-king, Canon of Shun ; 
“He Shun) then’ offered a similar 
sacrifice (with the border snerifice) to the 


‘Supreme Emperor (_f* fff") ; he presented 
with purity an offering tw the six objects 
of veneration, (the seasons; Heat and 
Cold ; Sun; 3 and Drought) ; 
sacrificed to the Hills and River: nd 
worshipped the host of gods, i.c. the deified 
men whose graves surrounded him on the 
mounds and hills ; see Com. We have no 
otker account than this of the early wor- 
ship of the Chineso, which is evidently 
‘that which was set up in Babylon, before 
the dispersion of mankind, viz, the wor- 
ship of Demons or the souls of dead men, 
united with Sabianism, and thus producing 
what is commonly called Materialjsin, or the 
worship of animated Nature. We have here 


the turba deorwm (AE jf) of all Heathen 
nations, viz. the souls of déceased wor- 
thies deified, and of the various parts of 
animated nature, presided over by their 


chief deity (ji) or king, undor the title of 


“Supreme Emperor” (f+ fj.) Now, 


all these gods are decerpt portions from 
the Ether or divine soul of the Emperor of 
the gods, who, like Jupiter and every other 
chief god of Paganism, is butone Emperor, 
and yet is all gods ; see Cud. Intell. Syst. 
Vol. II p. 22 de. ‘Also, Le-ke, Sec, V. Ch, 
ILp. 2X Com. ‘this is the mystic int 
communion of deities which Damascuis 
states was called Theokrasia by the Greeks, 
and which is to be found in every Heathen 
system throughout tho world, being de- 
rived by all from the one common source 
of all idolatry, Babylon. As this Shang-te 
then, is equally one and many, it follows as 
a matter of course that whatever the many 
are severally, the one must be collectively, 
because the Monad (. is but a 
combination of the pfurality. But tho 
many are hero-gods, and therefore the one 
which mystically comprehends them all 
must evidently 0 a pantheistic congeries 
of\hero-gods, and most certainly cannot be 
¢ true god whom Christians worshi 
. Hesiod tells us (Op. et dier. lib. i. ver 
120 éc.), that, “when the mortal remains 
of those who flourished during the golden 
age were hidden beneath the earth, their 
souls became beneficent Demons; &e. 
See also the Apochryphal book of Wisdom, 


Gh, xiv. ver. 15 Ge, In like manner JHE 
(or AG), that is Fuh-he, the Eternal Man 
or First Emperor, who is unquestionably 
Noah, was deified and exalted to be “the 
Ruling power” (2 32) of the kosmo 


by Shun or Nimrod, see jill {jl} 3 3 


sec. iii. Ch. 5 p.6, 7. In his deified char- 


acter he is Sk FE b ‘iff, and in his 
human character he is the son and succes- 
sor of Heaven. He is sacrificed to in 
Spring, and with the other ancient Em- 
perors was deified in consequence of his 
virtues. See Chin. Theol. p. 73. Thus 
‘Shun answers precisely to Nimrod in every 
reg] ‘and, of course, never reigned in 
China.” The dispersion of mankind which 
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took place under Nimrod is but briefly 
mentioned in the Mosaic history, and there 
is no allusion whatever to any special 
manifestation of Divine wrath accompany- 
ing it. Amongst the Heathen, however, 
there seems to have beon handed down 
from antiquity a tradition of some remark- 
able phenomena having been manifested 
at that period of the world’s history. 
Josephus gives the following quotation 
from the statements of the Sybil; 
“When all men were. of one language, 
some of them built a high tower, 
as if they would thereby ascend up 
to Heaven; but the gods sent storms of 
wind and overthrew the tower, and gave 
everyone his peculiar language and for 
this teason it was that the city was called 
Babylon.” Ant. of the Jews Bk. i. Oh. iv, 
‘sc, 3, ‘There is also a curious account 
iven in the Bamboo Books (see Legge’s 
shoo-king) of a violent storm having taken 
place during the reign of Shun. while he 
was engaged in a rel vice. In 
the 14th year of Shun’s reign, at a. grand 
performance with bells, musical stones, 
organa and flutes, before the service was 
concluded, there came a great storm of 
thunder and rain. A violent wind over- 
threw houses, and tore up trees. ‘The 
drumsticks and drums were scattered on 
the yround, and the bells and stones 
dashed about confusedly. ‘The dancers 
fell prostrate, and the director of the music 
ran madly away ; but Shan, keeping hold 
of the frames from which’ the bells and 
stones were suspended, laughed and said, 
“How cloar it is that the empire is not one 
man's empire! It is signified by these 
dolls, stones, organs, and flutes.” On this 
he presented Yu to Heaven, and made him 
perform actions proper to the emperor ; 
whereupon harmonious vapours responded 
on all sides, and felicitous clouds were 
seen,” ce. ‘Although this narrative is not 
0 clear as that of the sybil quoted above, 
yet it is plain that it is regarded asa 
miracnlous storm, intimating the will 
of “Heaven,” ‘or the Gods that 
Shun is_no’ longer to be cor 
universal Emperor. He is accordingly re- 
resented as resigning in favour of Yu. 
¢ storm is described as being so fearful 
that tho dragons rush to their dens 
“iguanadons and fishes” seek shelter in

kind Nimrod lost most of his subjects, the 
greater part of his faithful Cushites alone 
remaining with him. He was succeeded 
by Ninus, whose actions were confounded 
with those of his father Belus or Nimrod 
Rollin’s Auc. Hist. Nol. 1 p. 125) just as 
many of Yu’s actions are but a repetition 
of Shun’s. Yaou, Shun, and Yu, in fact 
are but one of those usual triplications in 
which all the Pagans delight. When to 
all this we add the fact that the Hero-gods 
from Fuh-he to Yu are placed on the 
Khwin-lun Mountains, the local Ararat of 
China and the range which always appears 
first as each Delugo subsides (*Sinensis” 
paper No. 7), we cannot, I think, enter- 
tain any doubt that the first 20 called 
Emperors of China, are in reality the 
early Patriarchs who appeared after the 
Deluge, and who are the Hero-gods of 
the Chinese, just as they are of every 
other Heathen nation in the world. Hence 
the early ancestors of the Chinese certainly 
did not emigrate from Babylon previous 
to the dispersion, that is to say, B.C. 
2308.

Another young dash- 
ing embryotie rider, recently enrolled as 
a member of the Wunt, who merely came 
out for the first time ‘just to see what it 
was like,” met an early doom in a miry 
ditch, from which he rose with garme 
ruined and ambition gone. “This is the 
state of man” in the accidents of Paper 
Hunting— 
‘When he fal he fll ike Kifer, never tose agai.” 

Aiter a run of some five or six miles, the 
paper crossed the Soochow Creck at’ the 
Stone Bridye, and turning towards the 
Boat-house and round the Cunton cemete 
over the Cross-road and old Bubbling We 
rond, finished at the Two-mile Bridge, 
where a crowd of spectators witnessed a 
hard struggle for the first place between five 
or six ponies, which was finally gained by 
‘Mr. Walker 'on “Apollyon.” Mr. C. 
Harvey was close up behind, claiming the 
heavy weight. 

Some complaints were made that, the 
paper was badly Inid. We hardly think 
this was the case. Cortainly there were a 
great many checks during the run, but we 
believe they were caused almost entirely 
by a too eager portion of the field who would 
continually over-ride the paper. We have 
often seen the same class of men over-ride 
hounds in ahunting field at Home. There 
thoy are generally called back pretty sharp- 
ly by the master, and in course of time 
Year not to repeat the fault, After a

direction he thought the paper lay. He 
was followed by a large proportion of the 
field, who after a furious gallop of more 
{hap halfamile without paper, had to come 
back looking very sheepish, ‘to the place 
where paper was last seen by the Hunt.

R. v. Caat-so (a Singapore Malay)— 
Larceny. 

Inspector Srerextxc said he was prepared 
to. go into four charges of theft against the 
risoner, but, with sanction of the Court, 

ie would only adduce evidence in sup 
of one of them, and apply for a remand. to 
enable him, to’ get up three, other similar 
's against the prisoner, the evidence for 
‘which he had not quite completed. Tt ap- 
that prisoner, ‘in company with two 
ortoguese and a Manila man, had been in 
‘the habit for the past fortnight of visiting the 
pawn and jewelry shops of the settlements, 





‘and in the course of examining things, either 
that one of them after examining the show 
case for a time would suddenly take to his 
heels with some valuables, or that on their 
departure, jewelry and other valuable things 
would be missed. There had been several 
complaints at the stations by these shop- 
‘keepers of such depredations ; in one instance 
a silver watch valued at Tis. 60 was 
missed. On the prisoner and his ¢o 
panions being arrested, they were promi 
euously placed with other prisoners, but we 
instantly recognised by the prosecutors as 
those after whose visits at their shops they 
had lost valuable articles. Prisoner had 
several articles on his person when arrested, 
which were recognised by the prosecutors a3 
theic property. ‘The four charges before the 
Conrt were :—

Loo-au-cum, cautioned, stated—I keep a. 
silver-smith’s ‘shop at No, 334 Sze-chuen 
Road. Prisoner and a Portuguese boy came to 
my shop the day before yesterday at noon, 
They wanted to buy,a hair-pin and. ear-rings. 
It was prisoner who spoke to mn—he spoke in 
Cantonese. Prisoner came inside the counter 
=the boy remained on the outside. Pri- 
soner opened a glass show-case, as if he were 
examining the contents. I called out to- 
him to desist, as there was no English je 
ry there. After a little tine he went away. 
T examined the case that ho had been look 
ing into after ho was gone, and I missed two: 
rings. One wasa gold ring, and the other 
ras pearl ring, (which had beeu brought to- 
be mended.) ‘There were only these two. rin 
in the case. ‘There were heaps of other things 
besides. After I missed them, I went to 
the station and reported the alfair. I 
my rings again at the station last night. 
Tam sure these are the rings that were taken 
from my shop. He had not been out of my shop- 
more than five minutes before I missed them. 
Nobody came in meanwhile, [Shown the- 
rings.) These are they. I can produco the 
man to whom the pearl one belovgs. 1 saw 

isoner at the station yesterday. 1 am sure- 
Reis the man who came into'my shop. I 
ideutified him amongst a number of othérs, 
The value of the gold ring is $2}—the other: 
about $124. 

PRISONER said he went into the shop to buy 
a hair-pin. When he was arrested he was 
searched at the Central Station, and the rings 
were not found on him. But’when he was- 
searched at the Hongkew Station they wore 
found in his pocket. How they got there, 
he didn’t know. \ 

‘A. MaLcouat, serjeant of Police, sworn, 
stated—I am ‘stationed at Hongkew. 
searched the prisoner yesterday afternoon, 
and found the two gold rings produced, 
between the left hand waistcoat pocket and. 
the corner of the waistcoat, under the lining, 
They couldn't have been noticed by merel 
putting the hand in the pocket. It was from 
the outside I felt them. The bowl of the: 
rings was inserted in the thick part of the 
‘waistcoat, and the hoop inwards, It was with 
difficulty that I could get them back through. 
the hole, The prisoner said he got them from 
a friend. 

Prisoxer asked no question, but said he 
bought the waistcoat from a Manilaman two- 
days ago, who in the meantime had goue to 
Japan in a steamer.

R. v, Joux Davey, master of the Hilda, 
Assault. 

‘Au-Ho, cautioned, stated—I am cook of 
the Hilda. On a Saturday about threo woeks 
ago, when the ship was in Hakodate, ho beat 
me. He caught hold of me by the clothes at 
the neck, with one hand, while with the other 
he seized me by the tail and shoved me down 
on the cabin deck. While I was down, he 
Kicked me several times in the breast, till it 
was discoloured. ‘Then with a broom he 
struck me on the buttocks. I ran forward, 
and was sick—blood came up. The Captain. 
sent the steward for me. I was unable to go. 
‘He came and carried me tothe cabin, and 
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rubbed me with vinegar and hotwater, and 
made me lie down in the cabin. Iwas six 
days off duty in consequence of the ill-treat- 
ment., Tam not quite recovered yet. had 
my tail almost pulled away from my head on 
the ocozsion in question. It hangs now only 
by a few haire. It bled somewhat, so the 
sailors told me, and I felt it wet when I put 
my hand up to the place. The pain was 
intense, The vessel sailed, I think, two days 
afterwards from Hakodate. I did not take 
notice being too ill. ‘The ship arrived here on 
Tuesday, and I came ashore the same day to 
complain. 

‘Derenpant made a statement. About two 
or three days after the prosecutor was shipped, 
I went into the galley and found the boy 
doing the cook's work, in consequence as f 
learnt, of the ineficency. of th 
perform the work for which he had joined the 
ship. I put a stop to it. The prosecutor 
was very dirty, aud there was nothing that 
he did without’ being more or less smeared 
with dirt. ‘The chief officer had constantly 
complained of the men’s food being badly 
cooked. ‘There were hardly any potatoes that 
came to the table without being covered with 
coal ashes, and even cockroaches were found 
among the dishes. Ou the occasion in ques- 
tion { was at dinner with my officers, and 
the potatoes bore marks of having been so 
much fingered with dirty bands that their 
colour could not be distinguished. I sont for 
the cook, and ordered him to ent the potatoes, 
Herefused, perhaps because they woreso dirty, 
and I started up ftom my chair to enforce the 
‘order, when he sprang out of the eabin and T 
seized him by the tail and brought him-back, 






























Some of the hairs came out. I confess that I 
thrashed him, but there wasn’t a bruise on 
his body in consequence. 1 had him washed 





afterwards, with the object of getting some 
of the dirt out of him. Thad pail of hot 
water brought into the cabin. Tt wasn’t boil- 
ing, but sufficiently hot to take the dirt out 
of him, and actually the piece of flannel that 
Tacrubbed him with got to be as Lack, when 
done, as it was possible to make it. He had 
a Jame leg when he joined the ship. He told 
me it was owing to his having been in chains in 
Yokohama some time before he joined me. I 
dont say that hs being laid up was owing to his 
bad leg rather than the thrashing he got from 
me. He was four or five days off duty, and 
returned to his work afterwards. ‘The thirash- 
Gob however, did not improve, his 

e was 80 dirty in his cooking, that 
‘at Yokohama I was obliged to go to a hotel 
for my meals. This is the first time that 1 
have ever assaulted a Chinaman, and Iwas led 
to commit myself by the great provocation 
which the cook gave me. 

Jonix Wrnutast Hore, sworn, stated—I am 
chief officer. I saw a portion of this affair, 
‘The potatocs were very dirty. ‘The captain 
sont for the cook and told him to come into 
the cabin to eat them. He wouldn't come, 
and the captain seized him by the clothes and 
tail, and dragged him down the companion 
into the cabin and on to the. floor, He 
slapped him several timés in the face. T then 
eft the cabin and saw no more. I dont 
know whether he kicked him, or whether be 
took a stick to him afterwards. He was off 
duty five or six days. I know his tail was 
torn. Lleft the cabin because the eaptain 
‘was beating the man. What I saw the eap- 
tain do would not have sufficed to keep: the 
man off duty ¢0 long. 

By Court—There was nothing the matter 
with the breakfast that morning, except the 
potatoes : on other occasions, Ihave had to 
fond away the vietnals for being dirty and 
unfit to eat—cockroaches in them. The 
cook house is a good one. 

Ruzvs SHaw, sworn stated—I asi 2nd mate.

It was 
nearly hauled out by the roots. There were 
only 14 or 15 hairs left. He said he was very 
sick, and he went into the bunk. He began 
to vomit ; blood came also. He was there 
about an hour and a quarter before he was 
taken aft. He was five or six days off duty. 
He had a small mark under the ribs, where 
he ‘complained the eaptain had kicked him. 
‘He was vomiting about half-an-bour. 

G. Loneck, sworn, stated—I saw a good 
deal of blood came out of the pores of the 
head, where the tail had been torn out. I 
‘moved away the chest, and brought a bucket 
for the man, Rico and blood came up. He 
was sick for aboutan hour. ‘The 2nd mate came 
forward for him, He couldn't go aft, and the 
captain came himself and earried him aft. 
didn’t examine his body. He complained of 
having been kicked by the captain, 

Committed for trial ; but might be admitted 
to bail on prisoner's own recognisance in $200 
and a surety in $100.

‘The evidence went to show that defendant 
yas in the ‘company of a friend who had 
hired a trap from Mr. Compton. ‘That, being 
excited with drink, though not the worse for 
iquor, and insisting upon taking the reins in 
his own hands, his friend parted from him and 
left him undisputed master of the vehicle, 
That Compton, upon hearing the state of 
affairs, felt uneasy as to the safety of his pro- 
perty in such hands, and being uncertain as 
to getting the hire of his trap from him, 
hunted out defendant and objected to his 
using it any longer, and demanded pay- 
ment for the time he had already driven 
it, as also compensation for the suall 
damage which the concen had sustained, 
Defendant to make the necessary 
payment, and tho two adjourned to -the 
“German Home,” where defendant resided, 
‘There defendant discovered that the money 
belonging to him in the hands of the master 
of “Home” was not sufficient to 
Tiguidate the carriage-owner’s demand. De- 
fendant then pr to go to a friend for 
half, but the other opposed it, and gave 
defendant in charge of a constable. After 
walking with the constable for a short dis- 
tance, -it struck defendant that another 
attempt at “raising the wind” might prove 
successful, and without intimating to his 
custodian’ the happy thought, he preci 
tately retreated. He was ‘pursued and 
caught, and having failed to regain his 
liberty’ by stratagem, defendant now resorted 
to force, and defended his person against the 
attack of the constable and/Mr. Compton. 

His Worship reprimanded the carriage- 
owner for seeking to arrest defendant for 
the recovery of ‘a claim which ‘he could 
only do by éivil action. He having hired 
hiss trap to defendant's friend, it was 
to that person that he should look 
for payment of it and of all damages 
done to it by defendant, if that friend chose 
to delegate its use to the defendant without 
the knowledge or consent of the master of 
the trap. ‘The constable appeared to be only 
obeying instructious in force in the French 
Concession when he arrested defendant at 
Mr. Compton's instigation, which exonerated 
hhim from blame, bat Mr. Compton was un- 
der a different Taw. 

In answer to the Court, prisoner pleaded 
to the charge of resisting ‘the constable, that 
he thought his arrest was unjustifiable, and 
therefore endeavoured to resist it. Defendant 
me tit Crathed a hist gunboat 
lischarged at Hongkong. He did not, as 
averred by the French constable, throw 
stones at him, when in Shanghai last, three 
Dismissed.

Eowarp Morris Marvces, examiued—I 
ata book-keeper to the Tanjong Pagar Dock 
Go. Tknow the prisouer. He has ha busi 
ness with us on several occasions Innding and 
storing Opium. Tfany transactions took place 
with prisoner, the books will show them, and 
I here produce them. (Wook put in for 9th 
September last). On the 9th September, the 
Mercantile Hank addressed a letter to the 
Tanjang Pagar Dock Co., which I now pro- 
duce, (The original produced, and marked, 
On the other aide of the samo letter is a copy 
of the letter sont by me to the Mercantile 
Bank. (Exhibit 8). On receiving this letter, 
marked R, I endorsed it—wrote across it. I 
cannot tell who brought me letter R. I have 
a letter here from the Mercantile Bank to the 
Manager, ‘Tanjong Pagar Dock Co., dated 
29th August. (Exhibit T). When I got this 
letter, I wrote a reply to it and noted the i 
surance and put the Bills of Lading in compa- 
ny with it Ou the Bank's order for the de 
very on the 9th September, I endorsed my 
reply. I have a document ‘dated 27th Sep- 
tember from the Mercantile Ban to the Na: 
ager, Tanjong Pagar Dock Co. (Exhibit U). 
I replied to that in the usual course of busi- 
ness. When I recoived theso orders, I drafted 
a proper reply, (Exhibit V), and notified the 
insurance, and reported it to the Manager, 
and kept the Bills of Lading with the letter 
in the safe. Our Office is in town, and we 
have a telegraph. I can't say if this was pro- 

ly notified. Particulars will be found in 

Mr. Wells’ book. On the 7th October the 
Manager of the Mercautile Bank addressed 
the Company to deliver the Opium referre’ to 
in the letter of the 25th September(Exhibit W), 
Lremember who brought the letter marked W. 
was a Kling man. [asked who he was, 
He said in Malay, he was Joshua's man, I 
remember seeing these bills. The Kling man 
Drought them. “(ills of Lading put iu. B3 
hibits X, Y, Z).\ [wrote in frout of thes 
Bills of Lading “Deliver,” and handed them 
to the Wharlinger. This was a mode of pre- 
caution. ‘These Bills of Lading are the same 
as referred to in the letter—the same goods 
and the same mar] (Exhibit U, shown 
witness). I don't think theso Bills of Lading 
were sent with the letter of 27th September. 
I gave tie set of Bills of Lading mentioned in 
‘the letter of 27th September to a Kling man, 
and he said Joshua had sent him. ‘Lhere is 
xo other letter referring to these shipments 
of Opium. 

Gramax Werts, examinod—I am Whart 
inger to the Tanjong Pagar Dock Co. I keey 
a book containing entries of goods delivere 
to different persons. On the 9th September, 
100 chests of opium were delivered to Joshua 
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and Brother, ‘They were delivered on an 
order signed by the Office in town. (Exhibit R. 
shown witness). This is the order. The 
opium was delivered to a man sent by Joshua 
and Brother, ‘That man put his mark on the 
receipt. His mark is on the paper R. I think 
he was a Kling. I cannot swear this is the 
man. Thavo seen him on business there for 
Joshua aud Brother, receiving goods. be- 
lieve this is the same man that received the 
opium and made that mark. I wrote this 
name, Naille Chin, I am not sure what the 
name ‘On the Sth October 150 chests were 
delivered to Joshua and Brother—delivered on 
three Bills of Lading signed by the Office in 
town to deliver, in Mr. Marples’ handwrit- 
ing. On this occasion these were the ouly 
papers. I delivered the Opium to the person 
who produced the Bills of Lading. 1 believe 
the same person who received the former 
Opium received this also,—the person I 
poisted out just now. He did not say where 

e cane from. ‘This is my memorandum,— 
* Bill of jading pr roduced Sth October, JMB 
150 chests of Opium ex S. 8. Jindostan, re- 
ceived Sth October, delivered to Joshua and 
Brother.” ‘he Opium chests were taken 
‘away on both oceasions in bullock cart 

Joux Fraser, recalled and Ex. 
hibit Ris a document I gave into the pri- 
soner’s hands in excha for his godown re- 
ceipts for 100 chests of Opium. Exhibit L is 
‘the receipt I received in return for document 
R, Exhibit W is the letter dated 7th Sep- 
tember ! gave prisoner, in return for which the 
‘prisoner gave me godown receipt for 100 chests 
of Opium. (Exhibit N). ‘The Bank has now 
received that Opium back. 

‘This concluded the case for the prosecution, 
and the prisoner was then committed for triak 
at the next Sessions on all the charges brought 
against him. 

‘Mr. Davinsox, for tho prisoner, reserved 
his defence, and applied for bail, but his Wor- 
ship refused to take bail for any ‘amount.

MISPLACED CONFIDENCE. 

‘Lo no other circumstances are all the 
ovils and inconveniences to which a, for 
eigner is subjected in his sojourn in China 
more attributable than to his ignorance 
of the language of the country. Nor is 
this obstacle, with the light of the present 
day, one that ho could reasonably be ex- 
pected to overcome. ‘There was a time i 
the history of western intercourse 
China when the acquirement of the native 
‘tongue was a matter of comparative ease. 
But the study of Chinese, in these days, 
ins been raised into a science, with Sino- 
logy for a name, and with the advancement 
of this science, innumerable barriers in the 
shape of systems, grammars, and other com- 
plications, the most abominable of all of 
which being the tones, have been called 
into existence and plentifully strown in the 
student’s path. We donot profess to be 
an authority in this science of Sinology, 
but we cannot help remarking the sin- 
gular absence of this system of tones in 
tho works of the earlier yet able Sinologu 
No one would venture to say that Morri- 
son or Medhurst were less profow 
in their crudition for the — insigi 
ficant place which the tones held in their 
estimation, and yet a modern stndent loses 
caste if he'should be found wanting in this 
department of the knowledge. No wonder 
then that, with this formidable foo always 
staring them in the face, few foreigners 
our day attempt to do battle with the Ch 
nese language, and still less of them who, 
having conquered, come out victors with 
their mental faculties unimpaired. Some 
there are of this class, who, actuated by 
a mistaken sympathy for the struggles of 
the Jess valiant of ‘thoir cunfrdres, or im- 
pelled by that hallucination peculiar to 
their study, of imagining that others would 
care to scale the ladder if they only knew 
of ashorter method of accomplishing the 
task, have rendered the study more 
intricate by the numerous paths and bye- 
ways which they have cut across the main 

































road in their endeavours to lend a help- 
ing hand ! These attempts have notmet with 
iecess anticipated, and taipans still 
remain the tools of their compradors, and 
masters those of their servants. ‘This 
state of things must continue to exist 
unless “foreigners, as a body, are in 
a position to meet the Chinese on their own 
ground, which can only be done by an‘ac- 
quisition of their language. Till then, the 
Mixed Court will continue day after day to 
disclose the perfidy of Chinese servants, 
We are not sanguine as to any speedy sal- 
vation from-this unsatisfactory state of 
affairs, but we at least expect to see the 
lessons so often impressed upon the minds 
of employers, of the faithlessness of those 
about them, bear good fruits. Strange as 
it might appear, there are still foreigners 
in this model Settlement, who have such 
implicit confidence in their Chinese servants, 
that nought but an open robbery would 
convineo them of their untrustworthiness ; 
and there are yet others with whomnot even. 
disclosures wider ciremnstances that left no 
doubt of breach of trust, would shake 
their faith in their “boy.”” We need hard- 
ly exemplify our first remark. ‘The re- 
cords of the Mixed Court and isolated eases 
which have from time to time appeared 
in print, abundantly testify to the correet- 
ness of it. It was only the other day that 
‘a compradore of a respectable hong ixas 
prosecuted for a systematic swindling. that 
jeft his employer short of some ‘ls. 3,000, 
when the latter came to suspect his’ em- 
ploys’s honesty. ‘The compradore had 
been in the habit of being entrusted 
with Chinese Bank orders for the 
purpose of ascertaining their sound: 
ness. ‘They were invariably brought back 
as good orders, and it was only in the end 
that they were discovered to have been 
exchanged for others, drawn by the com- 
pradore on himself, which turned out of 
course unnegotiable. ‘The employer's con- 
fidence in theman was 0 strong that the 
cheat was not discovered for a length of 
time. But we can give « remarkable in- 
stance in illustration of our second remark. 
A case was instituted at the Supreme 
Court a short time ago by a Cl 
against a British subject, was 
not reported at the time,’ but for the 
correctness of our present account of 
its main features we can vouch. ‘Tho 
intif sued the defendant for the 
lance of a of imoney entrusted 
to the latter during a visit to Japan, by a 
correspondent of the plaintiff, for convoy- 
ance to him in Shanghai. ‘The defendant 
pleaded non-indebtedness, on the ground 
that he had conveyed the money without 
hire, and therefore was not liable, as a com- 
mou-carrier, for the misfortune which 
befel the packet of dollars. He had en- 
trusted it, with the knowledge of the 
plaintif’s correspondent, to his Chinese 
boy- the son of a blue-button mandarin— 
together with other monies of his ow: 
‘These monies were placed in two portman- 
teaus, both of which, were in the boy’s 
charge. On arrival at Shanghai, the boy 
was left to convey the two boxes to the de- 
fondant’s house, and it was reported to him 
by the son of the blue-button mandarin, 
that in carrying the portmanteau which 
contained the packet of dollars in question, 
from the steamer to the wharf, the weight 
of the mexicans severed the bottom of the 
box, and clothes and money were preci- 
pitaled into the mnd, It was discovered 
on recovering some of these things that a 
sum of §182 was missing. In verification 
of his story, the boy showed the defendant 
the condition of the box and some of the 
Tinen. ‘The defendant added that, having 
had the boy in his service for « number of 
years, during which period he had accom- 
panied him in various travels extending be- 
tween the Great Wall and Saigon, and had 
had charge of his exchequer sometimes to a 
greater amount than the packet of dollars, 
he was inclined to credit his story. ‘The 
plaintiff, on the other hand, disbelieved the 









































boy, inasmuch as when he was informed of 
the accident, he had repaired to the Wharf, 
and could find no one of the number of 
people he saw about the place, who was a 
witness of it. ‘The case was adjourned for 
the production of the boy and the port- 
manteau, and during the interval the fer- 
tile brains of the boy had concocted an- 
other version of the misfortune, necessita- 
ting the defendant correcting his statement 
of his servant's report. ‘This new_ version 
we will allow the boy to relate, He trans- 
ferred the two boxes safely into a small 
sampan, one on top of the other, for con- 
veyance from the steamer to a jetty in the 
English Settlement. About thirty yards 
after leaving the P, M.S. Co.’s wharf, and 
while near a cargo boat, a steamer passed 
down the river, -causing such a com- 
motion of the water, that the sampan colli- 
dod with the eargo-boat. ‘The concussion 
was so severe that the topmost box, which 
contained the packet of dollars, was thrown 
overboard. ‘The boy was so frightened hy 
tho loss of the box and the money he know 
it contained, that fora minuto he was 
helpless, until a friend suggested that a 
fisherman could easily dive for the missing 
box. ‘The boy looked about him and spied 
a fisherman’s boat lying at anchor on 
the Pootung side, He went over and 
Drought the inan tothe spot. ‘The fish 
man dropped his anchor, and by the assis- 
tance of the chains went down, He came up 
again directly after, and said’ the box was 
too heavy to bo carried. ‘The boy then 
gave hint the key, and bade him open it, 
and bring up the packot of dollars, for that 
was the most important reason why he was 
anxious to recover the box. ‘The isher- 
man again went down, but was not sue- 
cessful in manipulating the key. ‘Lhe boy 
now ordered him to out the lid open. ‘This 
the fisherman did, and carried the packet 
safely up to the surface; but on taking it 
ont of the water, the paper, which had got 
soaked, gave way, and some rolls of the 
dollars fell into the water again, ‘The fis 
erman dived after them, and recovered a 
roll containing about $50, and brought w 
the box. The part of the rivex where this 
operation went:on was stated to be about 
twenty feet deop; and no-one on tho 
wharf or on board the steamer appeared to 
take any particular notice of the nevident. 
OF course, the fisherman could not be found 
when wanted. ‘The story was connected 
only, a8 the defendant admitted, 
it was rather too “ full of incidents,” an 
the Judge called in the assistance ‘of tho 
police to investigate the matter. The 
“story,” however, was too niuch for, the 
teained faith of the polico, and after on- 
quiring into it, thoy unhesitatingly de- 
nounced it as a tissue of fulschoods, moro 
Darefaced than any that had ever come 
within their knowledge. ‘The water wshero 
the box fell, was said by the 

boatmen who were regularly 
the jetty near which the accident was 
alleged to have happened, to be twenty 
fathoms deop, and it was moreover that 
part of tue river whore the current ran 
the strongest, Nor were the boatmen 
cognisant of Ute accident. It was mons- 
trous to believe that the boy should have 
been so exact in his calculation that when 
he returned from Pootung with the fisher- 
man, without having left any marks to 
identify the spot, the latter should, as it 
were, have dropped his anchor on the box, 
to say nothing of the action of the cur- 
rent in the matter. Judgment was given 
against the defendant, but the Intter inti- 
mated that as there was a doubt whether 
his boy’s story was not the true one, he 
would give him the benefit of that doubt, 
.d far from ruining his prospects by dis- 
missal and proseention, he would take him 
to Iudia, whither he was about to travel,

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WINE-MAKING IN CHAMPAGNE. 


(Cor. of Daily Telegraph.) 
Desirous of visiting the colebrated Cr: 
de Rheims—those ancient chalk-pits the origin 
of which is unknown, although they served 
aa refuge for the Protes % 
bably, for the ear 
visited tho establishment of the celebrated 
‘wine-house—Pommery-Greno. The new build- 
ings, not yet completed, outside the old city 
walls, from which a ine view of Rheims and 
the surrounding country can be obtained, pre- 
sent a handsome castellated appearance.- 
Their cost, together with the expense of 
adapting the crayres for cellars, amounted to 
about 1,500,000 francs. The celebrated Jac- 
4quesson cellars at Chiilons cannot compare in 
extent with those of the Widow Pommery, 
which measure 78,943 square yards. But 
to reach them wo must pass through the odour 
of carbonic acid gas, and a sound like dis- 
tant rain—the fermentation of the wine in the 
great hall where are now stowed about 2,000 
casks, containing this year’s vintage. These 
casks’ represent about £00,000 bottles, and 
‘they make but a small show in the vast hall. 
Already this year’s vintago is in the cask, the 
































ing put into casks, and then brought to 
Reins. ‘The wine-houses of tho city own 
Jarge vineyards, but are also forced to purchase 
from the peasant owners, in order to mect the 
increased demand for champagne. ‘The grapes 
aro bought in the villages at so much per 
‘cayue—a measure containing 60 kilos. It takes 
from six to soven caques to make a cask of 


wine. 

‘The descont of a broad light of one hundred 
and forty steps, leads the visitor to the bowels 
of the earth, and then a strange sight presents 
itself. ‘The enormous crayeres, of which there 
are thirteen, at least one hundred feet in 





height, and the corridors, which have been 
recently hewn in the chalk-cliffs, contain 
about one million and a half bottles of chamn- 
paign, in various states of preparation. The 
art of making this sparkling wine fit for the 
table is delicate process. Before being ex- 
ted for the English market, the wine is 
ept in bottle from three to four years ; but 
for the German market only eighteon mouths 
fare requisite. Far as the eye can reach, with 
the aid of the hand lights which visitors are 
forced to carry, are racks containing long 
ranges of bottles of champague. Each of these 
inuumerable bottles is visited daily, 
turned round very slight! 
makes a white mark on th 
bottle, as a guide to show how much the 
position of each hasbeen changed. The bot- 
fles are thus turned quite round and back 
again before they are required for exportation, 
when they are placed im racks neck down- 
wards, in order to allow the sediment to 
Settle on the cork, | ‘The process, simple ax 
‘it may appear, jires to be performed 
by the remae we call him 
the shaker—with great care. When wine 
is required for exportation, the degorgeur, 
another functionary, seizes a bottle, and eases 
the cork—which flies with a report that make 
these champagne catacombs echo again ; and 
‘a small quantity of wine makes its exit, to- 
thor with the sediment. ‘The bottle is then 
Eanded to the dosenr, sitting with a tub of 
syrup before him, from which he takes a small 
measure full, and pours it into the champagne 
bottle. ‘The syrup is composed of the finest 
champagne brandy, the finest old champagne, 
snd the finest sugar candy. ‘Tho ‘dose for 
home consumption and German exportation 
varies from 15 to 17 per cent.; that for Eng- 
Jand from 3 to 4 per cent., according to com- 
mand ; and therefore wine for English export 
can be kept longer in bottle. My compatriots 
will feel glad that, notwithstanding our repu- 
tation for love of strong drinks, the English 
palate will not accept wine so strongly “dosed” 
8s that prepared for the foreign market.

‘The quantity of 
this year’s vintage is small, and the quality 
will, “after all, be nothing remarkable. ‘The 
‘wine will be inferior to that of ’68, and very 
far behind that of °65; and, unfortunately, 
the prices at the vineyards are so exorbitant, 
that the winehouses must also increase theirs.
